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THE JURY STILL OUT. 


No Verdict Yet in the Cronin 
Case. 


EXPECTANCY STILL ON TIPTOE. 


The Ju ry Thought to he Standing 
Eleven 
to One for 
C env ietion.

C h ic a g o , Decem ber 14.—T h e all a b ­ 
sorbing qnestion in this city today was, 
“ W hat’s the verdict in the Cronin case?*' 
This widespread interest, however, was 
not manifested at th e scene of the jury’s 
deliberations, th e people evidently hav­ 
ing come to the conclaBion that a verdict 
only wonlj} be reached after long consol 
tation. Consequently, Instead of crowds 
fighting for places in the neighborhood 
of Judge M cConnell’s court, only a few 
persons aside from reporters and lawyero 
were present at the hour for the opening 
of coart. Scarcely a third of the seats 
were occupied. 
The lawyers chatted abont the pros 
pects of the defendants, especially coun 
eel for Beggs, who drew a very favorable 
augury, believing delay m eant acquittal. 
The prosecution however, m aintained an 
appearance of calm assurance, saying in 
such an im portant case, where fire sepa­ 
rate lives were at stake, extended delib­ 
eration is to be expected. 


A KUMORBD VERDICT. 
Soon after Judge McConnell's appear­ 
ance an intangible rum or spread abroad 
that the jury had reached a verdict as to 
all except Beggs. 
The gold and stock 
telegraph even went so far as to send 
bulletins to the effect that a verdict had 
been reached, and that Coughlin, Burke 
and O’Sullivan were to hang, and Kunze 
was given five years and Beggs three. 
This was subsequently qualified as un­ 
official. 
Judge McConnell, when questioned, 
said: “ Any each rum or 
is 
simply 
ridiculous, not on the grounds of im ­ 
probability, b ut on the grounds of the 
ntter impossibility of any such informa­ 
tion leaking from the jury room. 
I can 
aseare you upon ray knowledge th a t no 
communication of any kiud has been re­ 
ceived by anyone from the jury, and 
that the jury lias hod no raeanB of com­ 
munication with anyone.” 
At 12 o’clock, no communication hav­ 
ing been received from the jury, Judge 
McConnell left the cham ber, saying be 
would return at 2 p.m. 
As the hours passed tho crowd grew 
almoet to the proportions of the previous 
day. 
TUE VERDICT WILL RE CONCLUSIVE. 
It is stated that the verdict of the 
jury, when rendered, will be a verdict 
which will be conclusive; that is to eav, 
the jary will not he perm itted to return a 
verdict as to th e guilt of one or more of 
the defendants, then retire for further 
deliberation a9 to the fate of the rest. 
Judge McConnell will probably accept 
the returns of the jury as final. 
If it 
agreed as to th e guilt And punishm ent of 
Burke, O'Sullivan and Coughlin, for 
instance, and disagreed as to the guilt of 
Beggs and Kuuxe, the verdict will bs 
accepted as conclusive in its application 
to the first three named defendant*, and 
disagreement or mistrial will be the re­ 
sult as to Bsggs and Kunza. 
At 2:30 p. m . one of the clerks of the 
court came to Judge McConnell’s room 
with some sort of a written communica­ 
tion from the jnryroom, and it was at 
once rumored th at the jury had an­ 
nounced their inability to agree, and 
that they stood 11 to 1 for conviction ; 
but of course these rumors could not be 
traced to any dc finite source. 
M O R I RUMORS. 
At S o’clook J udge McConnell bad not 
yet made his appearance in the court­ 
room, though the jury wore prepared to 
xnako a communication to him , which 
was thought to be a notification of their 
inability to agree. 
The conviction was 
general am ong the assembled lawyers 
and spectators that the jury would ulti­ 
m ately make a return of disagreement, 
in which event a new trial would be 
necessary. Even States Attorney Longe- 
necker came to the conclusion that this 
was among the possibilities. 


WUAT MR. LONOENECKHR SAYS. 
In an interview with an Associated 
Frees rep o rt* he said : “ So far as the 
State’s A ttorney’s office is coneerned, 
any failure of the jury to agree now can­ 
not give scope to m uch congratulation 
among the defendants. In cose this j iry 
m akes a return of disagreement, I shall 
simply announce to Judge McConnell 
that the State is prepared and anxious 
to proceed w ith a re-trial of the case, 
and ask th at a special venire be issued 
Monday, returnable Tuesday. Of course 
jit is 
discretionary with 
the 
Judge 
w hether the case will he proceeded with 
a t ones, but 1 have a conviction that he 
will concede to our request to enter upon 
a new trial w ithout auy unnecessary de­ 
lay.’’ 
PERSISTENT SPECULATION. 
At 3:15 p. m . Bailiff Fanta, who has 
charge of the jury, applied to the Clerk 
of the Court for some legal cap paper. 
The sanguine accepted this as an indica­ 
tion th at the jury had arrived at an 
agreement, and th at this paper was to 
write the verdict upon. Of coarse all this 
was merely speculation. 
At 4 p. m . court adjourned till 6. The 
rumor was constantly repeated that the 
jury stands eleven for conviction to one 
for acquittal. Jnror Culver is said to be 
the odd man. 
At 6 p. m . there seemed to he hut little 
prospect of the jury reaching a verdict 
tonight, and it was 
announced that 
Jodge McConnell would not come to the 
court room until he was sent for. and 
word came from the jury room through 
one of the bailiffs th at the jury had not 
yet agreed. 
At 10:25 p. m . the large audience 
which had assem bled in the court room 
was rapped to order by Sheriff Matson, 
who said : 
“ There is yet no return from 
the jury. 
Judge McConnell has gone 
home for the night. The Judge will be 
down tomorrow—when he is sent for,” 
added tke Sheriff. 
“ But not before?” queried a reporter, 
“ I think not,” said the Sheriff, but de' 
clined to answer any further questions. 
It is understood that there will be no 
formal session of the court tomorrow 
(Sunday), bat that the Judge will be 
prepared at any time during the day to 
visit the court-room and receive the ver-

N e w Y o r k , December 14.—The Eve*>• 
ing Sun saya there is a syndicate of men 
in this city who would be pleased to see 
Buffalo Bill and the accounts of his Wild 
West show, which h ts been one of the 
attractions of tho Paris Exposition. It 
is alleged th a t about a year ago Buffalo 
Bill and T. Crawford appeared in Wall 
street to organize a syndicate to float the 
show across the ocean. They wanted 
$150,000, and their proposition was that 
the subscriben should receive every night 
50 per cent of the gross receipts, and be 
allowed to have an agent on the spot 
to take the money. Among others who 
are interested in the scheme was Com­ 
modore B atem an; he helped them to 
organize the syndicate and 
induced 
several of hie friends to subscribe to the 
pool. There was considerable haggling 
about drawing up 
the contract, hut 
finally the show was organized and went 
across without auy agent to take charge 
of the syndicate’s percentage. So far, 
according to the Evening Sun, the syndi­ 
cate has not received a single dollar 
which represents a 
portion 
of the 
gate receipts, and has got back only 
thirty 
per 
cent, 
of the 
principal 
which was contributed by it. 
There is 
every reason to believe that in its earn­ 
ing capacity the show met all tbe ex­ 
pectations of Buffalo Bill, and took in a 
sufficient am ount of money not only to 
pay thirty per 
cent, 
gross 
receipts 
nightly, bul to pay back the principal. 
Members of the syndicate here had per­ 
fect confidence in the honesty of Buffalo 
Bill. They say in his business relations 
with 
every 
body on 
this side he 
has always been square, but that he is 
not a.good judge of men and liable to be 
imposed upon by sharpers who have a 
good address. They think it is possible 
some of his representatives may be re­ 
sponsible for this failure to make good 
the promises on which the syndicate 
was organized, and it is for that reason 
they are anxious to seo Buffalo Bill and 
the books wherein are kept his accouata.

THEY WART TO SEE RILL. 


S T R I K E A S S E H S n E I I Y I . 


Tli« Federation of Labor Author* 
l z e a a Per Capita Tax. 


B o s t o n , December 14.—At the open­ 
ing of the fifth sesoion of the American 
Federation of Labor tho report of tbe 
Committee on Constitution was taken 
up. The friends of closer union and im­ 
proved machinery for handling thes trikes 
which m ay occur May let were out in 
full ¿orce. 
Representatives of the Inter­ 
national Typographical 
Union and a 
number of printers who come from cen­ 
tral organizations were decidedly op­ 
posed to the question of assessments to 
meet the expense of expected strikes. 
The following section was adopted by 
a vote of 51 to 11: “ The Executive 
Council shall have the power, and aro 
directed, to levy a strike assessm ent of 
two cents per month on the first of June, 
18»0, on all national and international 
bodies under the jurisdiction of the 
Federation.” 
Another am endm ent was adopted giv­ 
ing the Executive Committee power 
upon the cail of an afflicted body to lay a 
strike assessm ent not exceeding two 
cents per a. ember f a ;li wet k to continue a$ 
the discretion of the Exocutive Council, 
unless otherwise ordered by a vote of all 
the national and international anions. 


In the afternoon tbe delegates consid­ 
ered the following substitute article and 
am endm ent: “ Any national or interna­ 
tional or other body connected with tbe 
Federation failing to comply with the re­ 
quirements of this article within a period 
of thirty dayB shall bo suspended and 
shall not bo reinstated until all arrear­ 
ages are paid in full.” 
This was amended so th at organiza­ 
tions whose delegates have been in­ 
structed to oppose levying an assess­ 
m ent shall not be liable to suspension 
until they have acted on the m atter at 
their next national or international con­ 
vention. 
After considerable discussion the arti­ 
cle, as amended, was adopted with a 
provision for the publication by tbe E x ­ 
ecutive Council of a detailed account of 
tbe strike for tbe support of which the 
assessm ent was levied. 
The per capita 
tax was fixed at one-fourth of one cent. 
After some Blight additional amendments 
in construction the measure as a whole 
was then adopted. 
The report of the special committee 
appointed to consider the attitude of the 
Federation towards the Knights of Labor 
was then adopted. The Federation states 
that its position is as follows: “ First, 
that the Kuights of Labor shall dis­ 
countenance and revoke the charters of 
all trade assemblies or districts of their 
order; 
second, 
that 
in 
turn 
the 
American 
Federation 
of 
La­ 
bor, 
and 
affiliated 
trade 
unions, 
will 
urge 
their 
members 
aud 
encourage working people to become 
mem bers of the mixed assemblies of 
Knights of Labor. The time has arrived 
when trade unions should claim their 
own. The trend of organization shows 
that the wage-earners of America are 
weary 
of having their interests ad­ 
justed by the measure of the huckster or 
the yardstick of the m erchant. We as­ 
sert that the natural right of the trade 
unions is to occupy the trade unions’ ter­ 
ritory. W hen this right is conceded dis­ 
cord will end'and organized labor will be 
more closely united.” 
The election of officers resulted in the 
re-election of President Samuel Qompers, 
of Now 
York, aud Secretary P . J. 
M aguirre,of New York. rin a l adjourn­ 
ment was then made. Detroit will be 
the place of next meeting.

SOCIALISTS GAINING 8TBENGTH. 


Dom Pedro W riting a Manifesto 
Portugal's Credit Badly 
Crippled.

B e r l i n , December 14 —The success of 
the C enter party in the vote of the 
Reichstag relieving ail theological stu­ 
dents from obligation to do m ilitary ser­ 
vice, has etiried up a good deal of a 
breeze in the upper world of politic*, 
and Bismarck complains in regard to it 
th a t tbe highest interests of the Govern­ 
m ent service are neglected for the per­ 
sonal interests of individual Deputies. 
The Centrists secured the victory by 
rushing through the voto in the absence 
of many members of the Cartel party, 
who were doing w hat American poli­ 
ticians call “ taking care of their fences.” 
The National Zeitung announces that the 
Government will not accept this decision 
on this very im portant subject. Bismarck 
has hauled H err Boetticher over the 
coals for not preventing the vote, and 
Boetticher haB promptly responded by 
throwing the blame on the Cartel com­ 
bination. 
Bismarck answers 
to tbe 
effect that im portant Government,meas­ 
ures m ust be settled in the Reichstag 
before the middle of February, when he 
desires to dissolve that body. 
H err 
Boetticher’s tatk will not be an eaeyone. 
Caucuses and conventions are being 
held throughout tho em pire preparing 
for tho coming elections, and although 
all parties ore active the Socialists are 
rushing things more energetically thaD 
others, having 
brought 
forward 205 
candidates. 
The 
comments of 
the 
journals of the Cartel party upon all this, 
disclose apprehension iu tbe Govern­ 
ment group that the adm irable organi­ 
zation of the Socialists will m ake them 
troublesome customers. 


TH E STRIKING MINERS. 
, 
The strikes of the m iners will he a 
m atter of great moment in the electoral 
game. In spite of the opposition that 
tbe W estphalian strikers 
have been 
appeased the strike is extending. In 
the 8¿ar mines eeven thousand men are 
out, and it is feared that a strike of the 
remaining 33,0U0 is im minent. 
Iu lower 
Silesia there will be a general strike the 
first of the year, unless there is an ad­ 
vance of 10 per cent, in wages and a con­ 
cession of the eight hour day. 
The 
employers declare that it is impossible 
to 
concede 
these 
dem ands. 
H err 
Boetticher in a conference with the em ­ 
ployers has referred to the importance 
of the speediest possible settlem ont in 
view of the pending elections. Many 
mass meetings of miners are to be held 
tomorrow. 
The general movement for strikes 
everywhere has aroused a discussion of 
the project to import, Chinese labor, but 
the economic societies generally look 
upon it as a thing of doubtful utility. 


PORTUGAL’» CREDIT OOES DEGQINO. 
The Portuguese Government recently 
applied to Freokfort. and Berlin banks to 
negotiate a loan of 5,000,000 milreis, os­ 
tensibly for the execution of various pub­ 
lic works. The bankers have now re­ 
fused the loan, beiDg alarmed by advices 
from Lisbon touching negotiations there 
that have for their objective point the 
declaration of a Portuguese republic. 
The m onarchist press in Lisbon contin­ 
ues to deny that there is any danger in 
the agitation. 


DOM PEDRO AND BRAZIL. 
Dom Pedro is preparirg a manifesto to 
the Brazilians defending th e acts of his 
Ministers and explaining the overthrow 
of the em pire. 
He says he will await 
tranquilly the expression of the will of 
tbe people, hopefni that in the coming 
election the people will pronounce favor­ 
ably in favor of his Government. 
In all allusions to Dom Podro, the 
semi-official press here continues to treat 
his return to Brazil as im probable and 
undesirable. The Reichebote m aintains 
the right of Germany to a dominant 
influence in Southern Brazil. I t says 
there are over 200,000 German ooloniata 
in three provinces, and argues that if 
immigration had not been checked the 
provinces would long ere this have fallen 
as a ripe fruit into the hands of the Ger­ 
man Government. 


INFLUENZA DYING OUT. 
Influenza has about run its course here. 
At least a third of the population has 
suffered from it, and several members of 
the im perial family had it. 


BMIN PASHA IMPROVING SLOWLY. 
Dr. Parke telegraphs th a t Em in Pasha 
improves slowly, and that th e bad symp­ 
toms are disappearing. 


A CASH a BELLI.

Viceroy’s hand would suffice to bring the 
Portuguese possessions in India nnder 
British away. 
L is b o n , December 14.—In official cir­ 
cles here it is declared th at the British 
advices from Mozambique m ust be an 
exaggeration, as the m ails to November 
26th had nothing new on the subject.

It was feared, owing 
to the fact th a t’it was necessary to burn 
gas during the day, the supply would not 
prove adequate because of the strike of 
the gas workers. 
The fears proved 
groundless. 
The coal porters at Greenwich struck 
today, without giving notice. The com­ 
pany will prosecute the crews of colliers 
giving notice that they will not work on 
vessels conveying coal for works employ 
ing non-union men. 


ATCK11SON KJRORtiANIZATIOA. 


Bondholder* F allía* In Line With 
the New Plan. 
B osto n, December 14.—A decisive ma­ 
jority of every issue of bonds by tbe 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad 
has been deposited under the reorganiza­ 
tion plan. The total amount deposited 
is $128,860,700, of which $30,313,700 is 
from European holders. The directors 
have voted th a t to prevent hardship to 
distant and absent holders who have not 
become acquainted with the plan, that 
such holders shall have till December 
31st to deposit bonds at th e discretion of 
the Chairman of the board.

N ew Y o r k , December 14.—Further 
complaints are coming in against the sev­ 
enty-year-old Dr.

N e w Y o r k , December 14.—This morn­ 
ing the Commissioner of Public Works 
Bent out gangs of men to cut down the 
poles and wires of the electric light com­ 
panies. 
The men iu each case started 
from the central stations of the electric 
light companies and worked outward, 
cutting off communication iu the greater 
num ber of instances with all outlying 
poiuts. The legal representatives of the 
companies warned the Commissioner 
that he would he held responsible.

Not an electric light 
is visible below the park on either side of 
town.

ject. 
One of the mem bers 
of the 
committee said if it was decided that the 
Bergeaut-st-Arms is a disbursing officer, 
then the serious question arises as to 
how the individual deposits and accumu 
lated salaries of members are to be re­ 
garded; while if it should be held th at 
the Sergeant-at-Arms is not a disbursing 
officer, then the extent of his agency and 
other vexatiouB questions rem ain to be 
settled. 
The special committee will 
probably take farther testimony Monday, 
as some facts have come to light which 
cast the suspicion of fcrgery or other 
fraud upon certain transactions had by 
Silcott w ith the National Metropolitan 
Bank.

This was 
known, of course, to a num ber of the 
members also, and the habit of discount­ 
ing notes appears to have grown out of 
the rapid pace at which certain members 
of Congress were going,to seme extent, it 
is thought, iu company with Silcott. 
The moral atmosphere within certain 
circles, in intimate association with the 
Sergeant-at-Arms’ office, does not appear 
to be clear. While the thirty-five notes 
referred to in the .Star some days ego, 
are alleged to have been forgeries, there 
are a lot of noteB in the sale which are 
genuine, and this loose discount busi­ 
ness appears io have been going on for 
years. The 
committee is under the 
impressiont as indicated by some of its 
members in discussing 
this 
matter, 
that the advances which were made 
were from the public funds, and if 
Leedom was not aware of this fact.it was 
because he knew nothing about the 
state of his own or the public ft nances 
in the hands of Silcott. 
On this snbject Leedom stated that 
discounting during the session of Con­ 
gress was done with his own money or 
w ith private monies deposited with him, 
and not out of the public funds, aud 
when Congress was not in session the 
discounts were negotiated with banks. 
W hen he was notified by the paying 
teller th at he had overdrawn, he simply 
got money out of his own safe, in Sil- 
cott’s part of the safe, and made the ne­ 
cessary deposit. 
It appears from the hooks of the Ser* 
geant-Ht-Arms that Adams, who is Chair­ 
man of the Investigating Committee, has 
overdrawn his account to the am ount of 
$70; that ex-Speaker Carlisle has over­ 
drawn his account $416; that Reed has 
overdrawn his account to the amount of 
$1,934. Other overdrafts are also ehowa. 
A reporter made an investigation of 
the case of Speaker Reed and discovered 
that it was, in fact, an overdraft. 
Reed 
placed a certificate in the Sergeant-at- 
Arms’ office on the 4th of December, 
when money was due him for additional 
salary as Speaker and authorized the 
procurance of a draft for the amonnt on 
New York. A day or two afterwards he 
got the draft. H is certificate should 
have been taken to the Treasury, the 
money drawn and the draft procured. 
It appears, however, th at the money was 
not drawn from the Treasury, though

proper sum was paid to Reed. 
This gives the appearance of an over­ 
draft. 
Adams, of Illinois, C hairm an of the 
Silcott Investigating Committee, said hie 
account with the Sergeant-at-Arms was 
overdrawn to the am onnt of $70 through 
a m isunderstanding.

“ I can form no idee/* 
said he, “of what motive actuated him 
• take his life.” 
Mr. Gowen left for Washington at 5 
«/clock this afternoon for the parpóte of 
bringin gthe body to Philadelphia. Finan­ 
cial difficulties are not suggested as the 
incentive for the deed. 
Gowen had 
been estimated as worth between $200.­ 
000 and $300,000. The announcement 
that he committed suicide caused tbe 
greatest surprise in financial circles. “ I 
never had anything to startle me so in 
ray life before,” said President Cummins, 
of the Girard National Bank. 
“No one 
will ever convince me that Gowen took 
his own life. I never knew Gowen to 
carry a pistol, and you can rest assured 
if he lost his life through a pistol shot, 
the wonnd waa inflicted by accident and 
not by design.”

This paper has from tim e to time pnb- 
liehed information in the shape of pri­ 
vate letters and railway rumors and 
clippings with regard to another line 
than the Union Pacific which it is be­ 
lieved is in contemplation between this 
city and Salt Lake. Pointers of a relia­ 
ble to rt have been coming in so thick 
and last of late th at, although the story 
ia almost too good to be true, it seems 
almost idle to longer doubt it. The 
statem ent may now be boldly made that 
the result of the recent com binations of 
the lines running ont of Chicago with 
the roads covering sections of the Middle 
Ife s t will be two new transcontinental 
routes into this city. 
One of these will 
b t the Union Pacific and the other will 
be a continuation of the Denver and Rio 
Grande, backed b y Jay Gould and the 
Missouri Pacific system . 
A letter from a prominent railway offi­ 
cial in the city of New York to a well- 
known citizen of L oi Angeles was shown 
to a reporter cf this paper yesterday. 
The letter was private. The informa­ 
tion given was originally obtained from 
private sources, and for that reason none 
of the nam es in th e correspondence will 
be made public. 
The statem ents made, 
however, may be relied upon as coming 
from the very best sources, and therefore 
of profound significance. 
That part of th e letter which will be 
made public reads as follows: 
I t is stated on Wall street that Jay 
Gonld is putting up the money to broaden 
the gauge of the Denver and Rio Grande 
W estern, and th a t he also owns the 
Colorado M idland. Gould is very mad 
at H untington's action in breaking the 
old Texas contract, over which a suit has 
just been decided against Gould which 
will lose him a vast am ount of money. 
People who know say that Gould intends 
building a line from Salt Lake to San 
Francisco and Los ADgeles, in order to 
punish H untington. It is also said that 
a prominent eastern man will be placed 
in charge of tho Pacific Coast general 
agency of the Gonld lines. 
ThiB will 
dose out the Denver and Rio Grande and 
Texas and Pacific general agencies on the 
Pacific Coast, and place the business of 
these combined lines in the hands of the 
new m a n ; so no doubt some of the boys 
on the Coast will be looking for other 
jobs before long. 
The question now 
arises, will the U nion Pacific cover the 
ground ahead of the Gould crowd ?” 
The im portant fact conveyed in this 
letter is the statem ent that Jay Gonlu is 
backing the efforts of the Denver and 
Rio Grande W estern 
to get through 
to this Coast. This will give the desired 
outlet for the Missouri Pacific system to 
th e Pacific Coast, without makiDg use of 
th e Southern Pacific lines. The fact that 
Gould has had difficulties with H unting­ 
ton over the Texas contract has been well 
know n for a loDg time. 
A recent num­ 
b er of the St. Louis Globe*Democrat con­ 
tains an interview with D. H. Moffat, 
President of the Denver and Rio Grands, 
in which he openly avers that Mr. Gould 
owns a controlling interest in that road, 
and th at the changing of the gauge from 
narrow to standard has been accom­ 
plished under th e direction of the Wall- 
street 
king.

M idland 
is a well-known fact. 
This Colorado 
M idland is a road projected to ran in 
alm ost a straight line from Denver to 
Ogden through Leadvillo. The line is 
now constructed as far west as New 
C astle, a distance of about 300 miles. 
From New Castle to Ogden is a distance 
of 200 miles. 
Construction is now in 
p r o g r e s s 0n this portion of the road. In 
th e m eantim e trains from New Castle 
ran to the eastern term inus of the Den­ 
ver and Rio G rande W ee'era, and com­ 
plete the distance to Ogden by that 
route. 
There is no doubt that a party of sur­ 
veyors is at work along the Virginia 
river in Nevada and U tah, running a 
line which eeems to point in this direc­ 
tion. 
I t is scarcely to be questioned 
th at this is a part of the undertaking 
It would mean much for Los Angeles 
to have completed to this city within 
the next two years two new trans­ 
continental lines running through some 
of the best miniDg sections of the Middle 
W est, bringing cheap fuel and crude ore, 
engaging, as would almost certainly hap’ 
pen, in wars over freight and paseenger 
ra*es, and one of them backed by the 
indom itable Jay Gould. The advantages 
w hich would flow from all this iu the 
rapid developm ent of the section can 
hardly be dream ed even by the most

Both the Southern Pacific and Santa

It is be­ 
lieved that the damage will be repaired 
by daylight this morniug. The overland 
trains o f the Southern Pacific were run 
over the Santa Fe track, and the pas­ 
sengers on the local trains were trans­ 
ferred over the break.

Dr. John 6. 
Billiugs, of the United States arm y, 
than whom there is no better authoiity, 
in his lecture on vital and medical statis­ 
tics delivered before the Alumni Associa­ 
tion of the College of Phyeiciaus and 
Surgeons of New York, asks this ques­ 
tion, “ W hat is a fair or normal death 
rate?” and then goes on to say, taking 
an average healthy rural district in the 
United States where there is little migra­ 
tion, the annual gross death rats for the 
whole population will be from 13 to 15 
per 1 000. 
In towns of from 1,000 to 15,000 in­ 
habitants, having a good general water 
supply and proper sewerago, the gross 
death rate should not fxceed 16 per 
1.000. In cities from 20,000 to 100,009 
inhabitants it should not exceed 17 per 
per 1,000, while in cities over 100,000 
inhabitants it should not exceed 19 per 
1.000. 
H e says further the great causes 
of high death rate are poverty, over­ 
crowding, intem perance, excess in heat 
and cold w ith moisture, foul air, bad 
food, im pure water, uncleanlinees, con 
tagion, ignorance, e‘c. 
By reference to the above tables it will 
be seen tn a t our average death rate per 
1.000 cf inhabitants since lagg has be n 
less than th a t given by Dr. Billings as a 
fair average for rurul districts. 
But 
eome will say th at there has been an 
overestimate of our population and hence 
the rates can not be correct. 
But the 
most skeptical will hardly claim thatonr 
population in 1886 was less than 40,000, 
or lees than 59,000 in 1887, or less than 
65.000 in 1888. 
G ranting that the proportions in these 
years were overeBtimated and that the 
figures just given are more noarly cor­ 
rect, still taking the whole num ber of 
deaths for each of these years it would 
give us a doath rate of only 11 per 1,000 
in 1886,13 for 1887 and 10 and a fraction 
for 1888, which, as will readily be ee^n, 
is much below the average given by Dr, 
Billings for sm all towns.

that he was disqualified from serving in 
that body by reason of bis being a Super­ 
visor of the county at thattinqe. Captain 
Knox, Secretary of the Grand Jury, was 
on the stand for a long time, while Mr. 
Appol elicited the fact that Mr. Macy 
was a m em ber of the Grand Jury, ar.il 
possibly present at tbe tira - of finding 
the indictm ent tinder which the District 
Attorney is attem pting to try Montafio. 
The facts of the case were presented to 
the Court, who took the m atter under 
advisement to decide at a future timo. 
The facts about Mr. Macy are these: 
W hen Orange county was cut off from 
Los Angeles county, Supervisor Little­ 
field 
ceased 
to 
be

member 
of 
thei 
board 
of 
Los 
Ange s 
county, 
and 
became a inem btr of 
that of Orange county. 
This left a va­ 
cancy in the Los Angeles county board, 
and Governor W aterman filled it by ap­ 
pointing Mr. Macy «supervisor. 
Macy 
was at San Clemente island at the tim e, 
and did not return for many days. When 
he did get back to the city he got his 
bond ready, took the oath of office, sent 
off his bond to Sacramento to the Gov­ 
ernor for the approval of His Excellency. 
The bond was sufficient and was ap­ 
proved, and then the matter went to the 
Secretary of Suite, to have a proper cer­ 
tificate m ade and sent to Mr. Macy. 
W han the papera reached that lyDx-eyed 
official he discovered that M acy’s ap­ 
pointment was null for 
the reason 
that he 
h ad 
not 
qualified within 
the 
time 
prescribed by law af er 
his appointment, and on these just 
grounds he refused to issue a certificate, 
and no certificate ever was issued. U ntil 
such certificate reached Mr. Macy he was 
debarred from sitting ub a Supervisor, 
and he never did sit as such for the 
whole of the year now so near its end. 
In the m eantim e the election came off, 
and George H ubbard, of San Fernando, 
was elected to the vacancy, and Mr. 
Macy’s appointm ent became a dead let­ 
ter. 
He was no Supervisor, and such, 
no doubt, will be the Court’s view. Mr. 
Montafio and all the other Republican 
office-holders charged with being de­ 
faulters to the county will be obliged to 
stand trial at least.

H erald — There is much 
money, or none, in this business of hog 
rkising, just as the business is con­ 
ducted. The writer will speak entirely 
of hog raising in Southern California, as 
there should be m uch difference in other 
sections of the State. First, be ready 
with good fences, and an alfalfa field at 
least two years old. Hogs will grow 
rapidly on alfalfa with no other feed. 
Plant a patch to mangel wurzels—not 
sugar beets—and feed tbe hogs upon 
them whenever the m eat is to be fat­ 
tened and hardened. 
It has been the 
w riter’s experience that hogs will not 
fatten upon sugar beets, at tim es refus­ 
ing to eat them . 
A few days before 
killing or m arketing feed corn. If the 
raiser is fortunate enough to have a 
stubble field w here grain has been cat 
or threshed, turn the hogs from the 
alfalfa into it.

The New England Mcdital Monthly for 
December, a magazine of high standing 
w ith the medical profession, contains a 
paper on infantile therapeutics from the 
pen of Dr. John A. Larrabee. Dr. Love, 
of 35. Lonia, in discussing the views of 
Dr. Larrabee, refers particularly to the 
treatm ent of diphtheria, and says that 
there are two points to be considered— 
th e constitutional and the local treat­ 
m ent. 
" In the constitutional treat* 
m en t,” he Bays, "w e most have germi­ 
cides, and at th e sam e tim e we m ast 
h a re nutrition and stim ulation, but as a 
part of the constitutional treatm ent I 
consider th at stim ulation and nutrition 
are among the m ost im portant. 
In 
th e m atter 
of 
stim ulation 
I 
have 
found Tokay wine, or H ungarian Tokay 
wine to be very valuable, but it has been 
high priced—from $3 to $5 a bottle, so 
high as to be alm ost prohibitory and be­ 
yond the reach of the m ajority of fami­ 
lies. There w as presented to m e within

give families who cannot afford it a pre­ 
scription for a three or a five dollar 
w ine." True enough, it is sheer non­ 
sense 
to 
give

prescrip­ 
tion to families whether they can afford 
it or not. W hy should a foreign w ine 
be encouraged at all when we have a 
hom e wine equally as pnre and equally 
as efficaeioas 7 But the difference in favor 
of the California wine should be much 
greater than appears from the price 
charged by the California Vintage Com­ 
pany. 
At the rate our wines are sold 
h ers, $1.50 for a bottle in New York is 
really an unreasonably high price, and 
if the doctors will generally adopt our 
wines for their prescriptions this price 
will soon be largely reduced. Another 
physician, who discusses this same sub- 
ject—Dr. Owen, of Evansville, Indiana— 
also givsa the w eight of his professional 
testim ony in favor of the California Royal 
Tokay. H e say s: 
" I t acts like magic, 
and I cannot say too much in its praise. 
I have used it largely, and have never 
been disappointed in i t W hat we want 
in the sick room is pure stim ulants, and 
here yon have it in Royal Tokay wine, a 
reconstructive at th e same tim e."

Y et the facnlty 
here, and to some extent at the East, 
are well aware th a t our productions are 
safer and eurer of purity frcm sophistica­ 
tion cf any kind than the imported 
liquids. 
There is a wide and extensive 
field to be worked, in tbis-regard, to the 
advantage and th e advancement of our 
California grape indnstry.

justice, which reaches th e great as well 
as the hum ble, gives food for home 
thought. 
Who believes that any of the 
"privileged" class of our own country, 
th e millionaires or their scions, could 
have been reached by the sword of jus­ 
tice if they had only made away with a 
poor ballet girl ? 
See w hat is transpir­ 
ing in "free" G reat Britain in the matter 
of the unspeakable crim es of a wretched 
and degenerate aristocracy. 
How true 
it is among the peoples in whose lan­ 
guage Shakespeare wrote th at 
"Plate ain with «old, 
And the strong Ian oe oí jasiioe liurtle»s breaks' 
Arm it in rags, a pigmy’s straw doth pierce it.” 


One of the curious features of the tre­ 
m endous storm s of this winter is the 
havoc it has m ade with the face of many 
of our streets th a t have recently been 
paved with gravel. 
W herever there has 
been much of a fall to them , the rains 
have actually carried th e whole face of 


the streets to the lower levels and de­ 
posited the sand and gravel upon streets, 
that, in some instances, bad not before 
been improved at all. In this way peo­ 
ple who had contributed nothing what­ 
ever to the paving of their streets wake 
up to find th at they are the benoficiai ies 
—by a natural process of flotsam and 
jetsam—of the paving for which their 
neighbors had been severely taxed. If 
a man may tako his own wherever he 
finds it, then all the bereft people whose 
Btreets have been denuded have to do is 
to prove their gravel and cart it back. 


I n q u ir y amongst persons who have 
carefully 
examined

exhibit of 
Southern California in "California on 
WheelB," leads us to modify the opinions 
which we expressed yesterday. 
The 
representation of this county is grossly 
inadequate. To aggravate the injustice, 
exhibits of wines made by Kohler & 
Frohling, who have for years been lead­ 
ing wine makers in this city, and of B. 
Dreyfus, whose wines are made in A na­ 
heim , 
are labeled "S an Francisco." 
Thus the Golden Gate, which makes no 
wine, gets the credit of those made in 
the Southern counties. 
Our citizens 
make a capital m istake in not taking 
more interest in this m atter. Any one 
who has had any experience of the senti­ 
m ent of the people of Northern and Cen­ 
tral California toward this section has 
had no expectation of fair play in any 
event, and in this case the difficulty has 
perhaps been aggravated by our own 
indifference. 
But 
wherever 
the 
blame lies it is our bounden duty 
to rectify our 
blunder. The sooner 
we realise that we m ust advertise our­ 
selves the better it will be for this county 
and s ection. The five extrem e Southern 
counties ought to get up a "Southern 
California on W heels," equip it com­ 
pletely and place it in charge of capable 
men, who will be certain to assure us a 
hearing in the principal cities of the 
East. For every dollar so expended we 
woald get back a hundred. There are 
enough rich men in Los Angeles county— 
men made rich by the phenomenal 
development hereabouts—to band 
to­ 
gether and defray the expenses of such 
an enterprise oat of their own pockets, 
and without feeling the strain. 
But our 
whole people should come to the rescue, 
and eend East an exhibit which shall 
folly represent our distinctive products 
and disseminate a literature devoted to 
this 88ctioa. The opinion is about uni­ 
versal in Los Angeles that we should 
be better off without any representation 
at all than we will be through such a 
fiasco as that which left here on its tour 
yesterday. _________________ 


S omk interesting statistics furnished 
by the County Medical Society appear 
elsewhere. 
From this report it appears 
that during the past ten years there 
have been 4,058 deaths in Los Angeles 
county, and of this total 060 were from 
coneumption. 
But notw ithstanding the 
theory of the State Medical Society to 
the effect that consumption is contagious, 
we appear to have got off pretty lightly, 
as only 75 of the 9G9 deaths from con­ 
sumption were those of residents, the 
rest coming from other states, and 
maiuly from states east of the Rocky 
Mountains. 
As an almost universal 
rule, the unfortunate victims of con­ 
sumption coma here too la+e. 
They 
keep putting it off until the disease is 
incurable. 
We have known instances of 
consumptives coming to this Coast, re­ 
gaining their health to all appearances 
and then returning to the East, relaps­ 
ing and dying. These two classes some­ 
tim es raise a question as to the efficacy 
of the Loe Angeles climate in cases of 
pulmonary troubles. 
From a long and 
critical observation, where no bad habits 
complicate the situation, we have no 
hesitation in saying that this climate is a 
sovereign specific for consumption in its 
initial stages. 


Tub Garrett jary disagreed yesterday 
and were discharged. 
The jury is un­ 
derstood to have stood Beven for convic­ 
tion to five for acquittal on the first 
ballot. On the second ballot they stood 
six to six, but on all the sabsequent bal­ 
lots returned to the original figure. They 
were out altogether fifty hours. Garrett 
will be arraigned again tomorrow on a 
second charge of incest before a different 
Judge and a different jury,the only change 
in the matter being a change of date. We 
shall thus probably be again treated to 
the details of the filthiest case th at ever 
disgraced the judicial annals of South­ 
ern California. 
Perjury w ithout lim it 
has been piled up in this case, and no 
form of nastiness has been omitted. 
The jury were undoubtedly Influenced 
in their disagreement by the m any con­ 
flicting stories told by the witnesses for 
the prosecution. 
M eanwhile, the good 
public would do well to held a handker­ 
chief to its nose. 


U p t o 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
1G.78 inches of rain had fallen in ths 
city of Los Angeles, according to the re­ 
port of the United States Signal Service. 
This is somewhat more than the average 
rainfall of a whole season. As it is rain­ 
ing as we write this total will probably 
be considerably increased. 
It m ay be 
some consolation to believers in the influ­ 
ence of the moon with the weather-clerk 
to know that her ladyship changes at 
G :48 this morning, and if she will only 
wile J. P. into letting np on his liba­ 
tions she will earn the lasting gratitude 
of this community. 


I n appointing a committee on retrench­ 
m ent the Board of Supervisors show 
that they are abreast of the tim es and 
understand public sentim ent. The popu­ 
lar voice is clamorous for retrenchm ent 
and reform and the punishm ent of m al­ 
versation, defalcation, forgery and wrong­ 
doing of all kinds. The Board cannot 
give us too m uch retrenchm ent, and 
economy on the part of public officials íb 
the sure road to prosperity.

on this coast would give it. 
It will be 
rem embered th a t Mr. John Taylor has 
made known, in several letters through 
the columns of the H e r a l d , the facts 
th a t have been takicg place in Southern 
U tah pointing to the extensión of a 
branch from the Denver and Rio Grande 
to Los Angeles. 
These facts are now 
fortified with still more significant ones 
coming alm ost direct from the 
Jay 
Gould lair itself. 


A " S u b s c r ib e r ” asks us to give a defi­ 
nition of the word pompano, aud in a 
post ecriptum says "th e H e r a l d twice 
last week spoke of pompano as a rare 
fish." That ceems to us very much like 
the answer to tbe question propounded.

M a r y s v il l e, December 14.—In south­ 
west Sutter county, the territory which 
was covered on Friday! has been m ate­ 
rially added to av the subsequent rise of 
water from the Sacramento river, this 
morning, 
by 
the 
breaking 
of 
the 
Johnson levee. 
The 
Sutter County 
Land Company’s possessions and several 
thousand acres of less valuable lands 
were flooded during Friday night, and 
this morning the flood w ater in ihe tales 
made the rise nearly two feet and flowed 
out over land that had never been 
touched before by river water. The loss 
to grain crops in the water-covered sec­ 
tion is estim ated by Deputy Assessor 
Gladdon, of Sntter county, a t about a 
quarter of a million dollars in round 
figures. 
This morning the heavy stone em­ 
bao km ents leading to w hat is known 
as the long bridge iu Sutter county, weie 
washed away, but the bridge still hangs. 
People who have 
seen 
the 
water 
at 
this 
point, 
say 
that 
the 
levee district No. 7, which lies northwest 
of the long bridge, and contains about 
6,000 acres of very valuable and produc­ 
tive soil,is completely covered with water. 
Caveful estimates place the loss in this 
district at over $50,000. No mail haB 
been sent fram this city to M eriden for 
three (lays, iu consequence of high water. 
T hat town is shut completely out from 
other places in all directions. 


THE RIVER AT SACRAMENTO. 
S a c r a m e n t o, December 14. — W ater 
from tbe Madison aud Pine breaks con 
tiaaes to pour up into the town of 
Washington, but is rising slowly. The 
water rose about teu itches last night. 
There will be littlo damage there, and 
the water will soon disappear when the 
river begins to fall. 
This afternoon an attem pt was made to 
tow the California Transportation Compa­ 
ny’s barge Oriette, laden with lumber, 
from the company’s wharf to a point 
about two hundred yards down stream.

S a l t L a k e C it y , December 14.—The 
Grand Jury of the Third District Court 
this afternoon made a report. The report 
shows that it haa been the practice of 
the United States M arshal to charge the 
penitentiary twenty-five to forty cents 
per gallon for milk from cows kept there 
and cared for by prison labor, and fed 
principally from tood raised npon the 
reservation, or paid for by the Govern­ 
ment. 
These milk vouchers siuce the 
1st of January, 1889, have amounted 
.to about $3,000. 
The M arshal also 
haB been selling to the penitentiary 
potatous raiBed on the reservation by 
convict labor. Another fruitful sourc9 of 
revenue for him 
was team biro for 
deputies hauling prisoners to and from 
the 
penitentiary. The* M arshal aleo 
supports partly from the public supplies 
and table leavings, twelve milch cows, 
100 hogs and two extra horses. In one 
year one team, for which the Govern­ 
ment provided the driver, earned the 
M arshal iu hauling the sum of $2,200. 
The jury says for $500 the Government 
could provide iteelf with horses, wagon 
and harness to perform all this service, 
and 
for 
$100 
additional pnrchaso 
two good cows sufficient to furnish all tho 
m ilk necessary for the penitentiary, and 
it would seem as though it were econ­ 
omy to do this. The jury also complains 
that the M arshal has shown unusual 
favors to prisoners convicted of unlawful 
cohabitation. The supplies now fur­ 
nished the penitentiary are 25 per cent, 
too high. 
The jury also investigated the adm in­ 
istration of conuty affa.ri, and makes a 
sensational report thereon. 
Road work 
has received in five years $114,000, and 
there are no bids on work and no proper 
vouchers. The county has sunk in canals 
$122,000, and has no canals save a waste 
ditch, and nothing to show for it. The 
collectors’ defalcations are severely com­ 
mented npon. The countv has lost $30, 
000 by two collectors and $11,000 through 
a clerk. The report says the county offi­ 
cials deal with themselves as a business 
firm for supplies, and show favoritism to 
Mormon prisoners. 
The County Court has voted away 
valuable franchises for no public consid­ 
eration. 
Officers have been trading with 
each other for supplies and entering into 
partnership with spotters, dividing with 
them the fines imposed. 
The city also 
paid to a bogus hydraulic canal company 
$9,697 for an interest in the Jordan river 
dam , which the company never owned, 
but which the county obligingly bonded 
over to the city, the coanty receiving not 
a cent of tho money. 
The report, in 
closing, charges th a t’ the balk of this 
fund found its way into tbe pockets of 
city aud county officials.

A GLASS TELEPH ON E. 


A Novel Inv en tio n of a M ilford 
M an—In Successful O peration. 
Mr. Jerom e Prince, of Milford, has 
lately been granted a patent on a new 
telephone of his own invention. H is in­ 
vention consista in the transm ission of 
sound by the vibration of glass, and his 
attention was directed to the subject in a 
peculiar way. W nile waiting in Boetoa 
une day he chanced to wander into one 
of the dime museums, and as he entered 
he observed a young girl playing a tune 
on tum blers, each tum bler being par­ 
tially filled with water. 
Mr. Prince instantly thought if the vi­ 
bration of the glass can be made to give 
forth such varied and musical sounds by 
the manipulations before him , why can. 
not this vibration of glass be brought to 
some practical utility, and witli these 
thoughts and expectations he set to work. 
The new telephone consists of a dia­ 
phragm or transm itter of eiinple glass 
r¿sting on a num ber of glass rods, and 
these communicating with an ordinary 
wire. The line in operation at Milford 
extends from a grocery on M ain Btreet to 
tbe residence of one of ine proprietors, a 
distance perhaps of some thirty rods, 
passing some five or six sharp angles be­ 
fore reaching its destination. 
Over this wire the ticking of a watch 
can be distinctly heard, and whispered 
conversation carried on with no diffi­ 
culty whatever. Tbe distance the sound 
can be transm itted with the new tele­ 
phone variea according to the thickness 
of the glasa transm itter. The one in 
consideration allows a whispered conver­ 
sation three 
miles, aud by using a 
thicker glass a much longer distance. It 
makes ao difference how many angles 
the wire takes iu reacking its destination, 
the sound is transm itted just as readily. 
Another peculiarity of tbe invention is 
the increased intensity of the sound th at 
is transm itted. Each vibration seems to 
gather strength and force from the vi- 
orations behind it, and when the sound 
reaches the ear of the auditor it is won­ 
derfully claar and distinct. 
Ih o trans­ 
mission of these sounds without the aid 
of electricity would seem to be dependent 
npon principles not hitherto well under­ 
stood.—[Boston Herald.

The Mini-annual meeting of the Viti­ 
cultura! Oommiaaionere waa held yester­ 
day- 
Commissioner Doyle read a report re­ 
garding cherry jaico and recommended 
Mgialatiou. 
Commiusioner Shorb reported the pro* 
gTS— m ade in endeavoricg to ascertain 
th e canse of the new Loe Angeles vine 
jlH iM and to find a remedy. He stated 
tt»«t diseased vines have been sent to the 
beat experts in Europ9, as it is feared 
that the disease is mal nero, a disease 
which has devastated the vineyards of 
Italy. 
I t was moved that the State Analyst 
and his assistant he notified that, owing 
to the scarcity of funds, the appropria 
tioos made for their services would have 
to be discontinued. 
The report of the General Manager of 
the Exhibition Hall and Experimental 
Cellar showed th at there are forty-one 
exhibitors in the display in Platt's hall. 
The café has been doing a good business 
and has been the means of calling atten­ 
tion to the wines. 
President W etmore submitted his re­ 
. which has already been published, 
report was discassed and Commis- 
port. ’ 
The r<►por' 
skmer Doyle prepared the following reso- 


Retolved, That in the judgm ent of this 
board the internal revenae tax on dis­ 
tilled spirits should not be repealed, ex­ 
cept as regards spirits nred in the arts 
and fruit spirits used for the fortification 
of sweet wines and of dry wines for ex­ 
portation ODly. 
Retolved, T hat no general reduction in 
the tax on distilled spirits, intended for 
um as beverages, should be permitted, 
except on frnit spirits, so far as may be 
y, however, aa only to equalize 
cost of production between grain and 
fruit spirits. The abolition of the tax on 
fruit brandies should be opposed as a 
measure dangerous in the extreme. 
Retolved, That 
our 
Congressmen 
should he im pressed with the truth that 
the market value of alcohol controls the 
average m arket value of all ordinary 
wines, because alcohol is the base of all 
imitations of wine. 
Retolved, T hat the relief demanded 
by sweet wine 
producers should be 
granted, but strictly lim ited to producers 
at the original places of fermentation, 
and to a stated quantity not exceeding 
14 per cent, ef alcoholic strength : wines 
so fortefied not to exceed 24 per cent, 
and not to contain less than 4 per cent, 
of saccharine m a tte r; no use of eacchar 
ine m atter other than the pure product 
of the grape to be recognized as legiti­ 
m ate, excepting pure crystallized cane 
sugar, and no spirits for fortification to 
be free from tax excepting pure fruit 
spirits. 
Retolved, T hat in our opinion the ad' 
vantage to be obtained by obtaining the 
privilege to ferlify sweet winee free from 
taxation would not compensate for the 
harm th at would be done by violation of 
any one of the principles stated above, 
or by failure to enforce any of the limi­ 
tations and restrictions mentioned. Pro­ 
ducers of pure wines who ferm ent their 
own products should be perm itted to 
procure fruit spirits free of tax out of 
bond for fortification, subject to careful 
supervision of internal revenue officers 
to prevent fraud. 
Retolved, T hat ia am ending the tariff 
provision should be made taxing “ fruit 
juice not containing alcohol, distilled or 
otherwise," a t w hatever rate Congress 
thinks fit to impose, and providing that 
“ fruit juice containing alcohol and not 
classed ss wines or brandies" shall be 
classed as alcoholic compounds, which 
they really are. 
Retolved, That Section 3328 of the In­ 
ternal Revenas act shoold he amended 
so as to read as follows: “ No. 3328. On 
all beverages containing alcohol desig­ 
nated or sold as wine, or as a substitute 
for 
wine, 
not 
made 
from 
grape 
juice 
and 
prepared 
in accordance 
w ith m ethods 
recognized as 
legiti­ 
m ate in standard published works on 
th e subject, there shall be levied and 
collected," etc., e tc .; “ provided that the 
beverages made from the juice of fruits 
or berries in accordance with approved 
m ethods shall be exempt from tax, if 
labeled or branded with the name of the 
frait from which th e same was m ade," 
etc., etc. 
Retolved, That there should be granted 
an extension of five years of the bonded 
period for brandy. 
Retolved, That ample facilities, under 
internal revenue regulations to prevent 
fraud, should be given for the fortifica­ 
tion of any kind of wiue, for exportation 
only, free of tax, provision being made 
against reimportation of the same with­ 
out paying tax. 
T he resolutions were adopted. 
Commissioner Shorb in voting “ No" 
explained th at he differed from 
his 
colleagues because in the event that the 
Sweet Wine bill could not be passed 
without conceding the use of grain spirits 
free from tax for fortifying sweét wines, 
as well as also th e use of grape spirits, 
he was willing to make this concession 
rath er than lose the bill.—[San Francisco 
Exam iner.

<1,000 boxes; sold to Thacker Bros, for 
$7,350 on the trees. Mr. McFadden sold 
to Cook & Langley; principally Med­ 
iterranean sweets and navels; sold for 
$1,400. 
Mrs. W agner's crop, about 300 
boxes. Bold for $400 to Cook A Langley. 
The French orchard is not yet sold, bat 
U is understood that its value haB been 
recognized by a very handsome offe-. 
M r. Tombee’ sold for $900. There are 
other lots that wiil in the aggregate foot 
op a good many boxes and bring qnite a 
good m any dollars into circulation. 
M essrs. Staley, McCullough, PendJte- 
ton, 
Strain, 
McDowell, P. 
Harneo, 
B row ther and Mrs. M. Hansen all have 
a nice lot of fruit. 
W hen the crop produces from $100 to 
$300 an acre, w hat is such land worth ? 
Yet a few lots of excellent orange land 
can be had at from $100 to $150 an acre. 
About fifty acres of the Gilman place 
is in bearing oranges and walnuts, and 
the income this year cannot be less 
than $10,000 or $12,000, and pleasant 
work. At 10 per cent the income is on 
a 
valuation 
of 
$100,000 
for 
fifty 
acres. 
W hen his whole 100 acres comes 
into bearing our friend “ D ick" will have 
money enough to loan, start a bank or 
retire, and if there is a man in America 
who deserves success it is he. 
He has 
won it by sticking to his business 
through thick and thin. Industry, per­ 
severance and attention to business will 


in almost every case bring its rew ard, as 
it has in this case. 
W e congratulate 
him on his success, and hope that it may 
continue. 
I. N. Chapm an, of 
Alameda, has 
bought the noith 20 acres of the John 
Hartung place, west of the Lionel Brown­ 
ing place, for $100 an acre. 
Such bar­ 
gains don’t lay out of doors long until 
some one takes them in out of the wet.

The farmers find little tim e for idle­ 
ness this reason, as the early and warm 
rains have started the weeds so that the 
husbandm an must keep going to keep 
them down. 
A great deal of land will he planted to 
corn and grain and no end of trees will 
be planted, principally orange and eoft- 
shell walnuts. 
If all the work is done 
that is now planned a great change will 
be made 
in the appearance of the 
country.

Windom’e long dissertation on silver it 
is difficult to restrain the natural indig­ 
nation th at it awakens. 
He has the 
audacity to assert that the demonetiza­ 
tion of 1873 had little or no effect in 
causing a decline in silver; he opposes 
every reasonable scheme to restore sil­ 
ver to its old place, declaring that as 
great and strong as the United States are 
they cannot absorb the world’s supply of 
silver, revivifies the old chestnut that 
free coinage of silver would drive all the 
gold away, and still at last declares 
th a t there m ust be a joint use of 
gold and silver in this country. 
Then 
h e propoeee hie pet measure, which 
merely a casual reading shows is in­ 
tended for the complete demonetization 
of silver, and produces figures to show 
that under it no combination 
coaid 
flood the country with silver. 
Some of 
these figures are interesting. 
He gives 
the annual product of silver at (coining 
value) $142,000,000, which is disposed of 
as follows:

connection w ith the fact that there is no 
surplus of silver bullion anywhere, says: 
“ I t is plain th a t there is no danger that 
the silver product of past years will be 
poured into our m ints unless new steps 
betaken for demonetization, and for this 
im probable 
contingency 
am ple safe­ 
guards can be provided.” 
It seems to us that in the foregoing the 
Secretary gives his case entirely away. 
H e shows that if, when he became Sec­ 
retary, he had gone on and bought the 
$4,000,000 
monthly—the 
maximum 
under the law—there wonld not have 
been enough bullion in the world to have 
■applied the world’s needs, and by this 
tim e silver would have been $1.10 per 
ounce. 
He goes on farther to show from 
the Mint Director’s report th at the whole 
product of the mines of the world for last

the world in gold $134,720.639; of silver 
♦149,737,442; total, $284,458,081; or, in 
other words, so great was the world’s 
need of money th a t besides w hat was 
consumed in the arts, the world coined 
$36,026,781 more gold and silver than 
the mines produced. F urther on be 
shows th at half th e product of our gold 
minee was consumed in the arts. 
Prob 
ably the same was true the world over, 
which really 
left 
all 
the world’s 
product of gold b ut $52,997,075 to add to 
the world’s money stock, which would 
not am ount to 12% cents apiece for the 
people of the nations whose bond 
holders insist th at anything beside i 
single gold standard wonld be ruin. 
Secretary Windom is sure that to coin 
$4,000,000 a m onth would result in un­ 
speakable commercial confusion; that 
while it m ight be used at home we could 
do nothing with it abroad. To estimate 
how petty and contemptible all such 
gibberish is, we m ast pat it in another 
form of language, as follows: “ Our ex­ 
port and import trade amounts to about 
$1,500,000,000 annually. 
This is about 
four per cent, of our whole trade, but if 
we add to the money of the country 
$24.000,000 annually—$2 for each voter 
of the republic—we 
cannot possibly 
avoid rain .” The whole studied re­ 
port is but a Bhylock’s plea, just such 
as a Wall street pawnbroker would 
put forth. The pressure upon the conn 
try, the m ighty fall in prices are not re 
ferrad to txcep t in a brief paragraph 
which denies the existence of any such 
pressure. 
With true goldite perversity 
the Secretary calls attention to the steady 
fall in the price of silver despite the ef­ 
forts of the Treasury to extend its cir­ 
culation, and is as mum as an oyster as 
to the fact th at gold treated in the same 
way would have fallen in like ratio, 
that 
while 
the Government 
and 
the m ajority of the banks are doing 
tbeir utm ost to discredit silver, the 
natural and expected result will be a fear 
on the part of the people. 
Still they 
have pat the whole am ount but a trifling 
$6,000,000, in use, and this, too, when 
our Government, ignoring the product, 
places it in England’s power to dictate 
at w hat price she will boy it from day to 
day. 
We believe th at the dissertation 
was written for Windom by some gold 
burean, and th at for coin he added 
his name to it, and that 
nobody 
knows belter than he, that could he 
cajole Congress into passiDg the law 
th at he wants, he would within a year 
destroy silver as money utterly. There 
never was a dirtier treachery to a plat­ 
form ; 
never a more direct betrayal 
of 
a 
party and a people; never 
a more cold-blooded ignoring of the 
needs of a people, of whom nine-tenths 
of the workers are working for nothing. 
W e hope Congress will appreciate the 
business at its real worth, and make its 
dispositions accordingly.

M. F. Brown Accidentally 
Shot Near Compton. 


KATAL 
HDNTIS6 
TRIP. 


The Cable Boad’s Strasrcle to 
Going—Other News of 
Interest. 


Coroner Meredith was summoned to 
Lynwood, a little village near Compton, 
Yesterday afternoon to hold an inquest 
upon the body of Millard F. Brown, a 
native of Illinois, 29 years of age, who 
was killed earlier in the day by the ac­ 
cidental discharge of a shotgun in his 
own hands. 
From the testimony of the only wit­ 
ness examined, a youth named George 
Biglow, it was learned that Brown had 
been employed at the dairy of the 
Messrs. Sessions & Biglow for over a 
year past. 
About 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning Biglow and Brown left the dairy 
to drive into Compton in a two-wheeled 
cart. Ab the young men had frequently 
noticed a fl >ck of wild ducks when driv­ 
ing to and from the ranch, they deter­ 
mined upon taking a shotgun along in 
the hope of bagging some of the birds. 
Both barrels of the weapon being loaded, 
the elder Biglow advised Brown, who 
carried the gnn across his lap, to take 
out the cartridges, so as to avoid an acci­ 
dent, but the warning was disregarded, 
and the youths drove off. When about 
a quarter of a mile south of the paper 
mill near Compton the left spring of the 
cart broke, owing to a sudden jolt, and 
young Biglow was thrown from liis seat 
to the ground. The noiB© caused by the 
snapping of the iron spring frightened 
the horse attached to the cart and caused 
him to run. Brown grabbed the lines 
with his left hand and the barrels of the 
gun with his right as he fell backwards. 
Instinctively he threw up his hands to 
prevent himself ?;from falling, and in so 
doing the stock of the gun was struck by 
one of the spokes of the right wheal 
of the vehicle. As the wheel turned the 
gun was twisted round in Brown’s hand 
and in an instant the stock was torn off 
by the wheel and both barrels dis­ 
charged by the pressure of the triggers 
against the shaft. Young Biglow, who 
had not yet recovered from his fall, 
heard the report of the gun, and looking 
after the receding cart, saw Brown fall 
ont backwards. He then got up as 
quickly as poesible and ran to the place. 
ac«l in the meantime Brown had crawled 
on his hands and knees acroes the road 
to a fence, where he fell on his face. As 
Biglow came up the wounded man 
groaned once or twice and expired. One 
charge had entered the left breast, the 
shot penetrating the heart, and the other 
had lodged in the abdomen. 
Finding that his companion waa dead, 
Biglow followed in the wake of the run­ 
away horse and cart, which had by this 
time disappeared from view. In the 
meantime the animal had arrived at 
Compton, where it was stopped. The 
broken spring and the blood-bespattered 
seat were conclusive evidence that an 
accident had occurred, and the animal 
was at once turnad round aud driven 
back along the road. On meeting young 
Biglow, the story of Brown’s shocking 
death was learned, and on the return of 
the Compton messenger a telephone mes­ 
sage was sent to the Coroner. The body 
was picked up and carried to the paper 
mill, at which place the inquest was sub­ 
sequently held. 
The jury, on hearing young Biglow’s 
statement of the sad affair, returned a 
verdiet in accordance with the facts as 
stated above.

The cable then had 
10 be slacked 
and pulled out over the pulleys again. 
The men worked deep down in the pit 
under water in a very determined aud 
heroic style. At last the cable was back 
in place and started up again. The next 
difficulty was at the corner of Seventh 
and Fort whore there are a number oí 
pulleys on the curve. The mud and 
grovel worked into the notch of the 
wheel, filling it up so that the cable 
slipped off. A gang of men worked in 
this place with crowbars all the rest of 
the afternoon, pushing the cable back 
upon the pulleys as often as it slipped 
. off and trying to keep the wheels clear. 
The cabie made several short stops, but 
in the main was kept moving. 
The wear and tear on the machinery 
and cable throughout the struggle was 
terrible, and it is doubtful whether the 
contest can be kept up much longer. 
The machinery of the Boyle Heights 
system was putin order again yesterday, 
and at noon the cable started in opera­ 
tion. By nightfall everything was work' 
ing os well as could be expected.

Taylor’s brother, a G eneral of the war of 
1812, at L ouisville, K entucky. 
Second, Colonel D avis and h is regi 
m ent had greatly distinguished th em ­ 
selves in the engagem ents at what is 
known as the “ Battle of M onterey”—not­ 
ably at “ Q ueens’ Bridge” and “ Sugar- 
Mill Battery.” 
H e charged w ith h is reg­ 
im ent, w hich was arm ed w ith th e Y a ­ 
ger rifle, an arm without bayonets, into 
the center of M onterey, and lost m any 
m en in doing so.
